contrary, where a Ship generally eſteems not her (elf 

be in danger, but from thoſe that ariſe to Windwar 
her, at leaſtwiſe, if the Wind be not ſubject to a 
great Variation; to which we may add one differ 
more, that the Heath Sea is Pacifick enough upon 
Main, and very Turbulent upon the Coaſt, and that 
the North is oftentimes very Impetuous far out, M 
almoſt always calm near the Shoar. 

The South Sea breeds in divers Parts of it a very 
number of Serpents, in colour like ſpotted Mai ble, 
are generally about two Foot long; their Sting is0 
Venomous and Killing a Nature, that when a Ma 
once Stung by them, there is no Humane Remedyt 
ean ſecure him from a ſudden Death, and that whit 


that when the Sea by the boiſterouſneſs of its M. 
throws them upon ſome Bank or other, though they 
not go out of the Water, yet they no ſooner touch 
Sand, but they preſently die. 

On the Ninth, having ſtill kept our courſe along 
Coaſt, we put fifty Men in three Canoes aſhoar, to 
and take the Town of Eſparſo, which is three Lea 
from Calaaira, and is the Place that ſerves for a Port 
it; we took the Sentinels about the Third Part of 
way, who told us, That beſides the Inhabitants of 
Town, there were Five hundred Men whom they 
ſent for, to come to their Aſſiſtance from Carthage, uf 
the Alarm given them by our two Barks that had Ancl 
ed in this Bay. from which they were bur jult go 
Upon this Intelligence, we bethought our ſelves, co 
dering the ſmallneſs of our Number, to put off this! 
pedition to another time, and fo returned with all ſpe 
but in ſuch want of Proviſion, that we were forced 
Kill and Eat the Centinels Horſes, after four Days|t 
abſtinence; and this fort of Faſting, which was 
the firſt that we had uſed, did not prove to be the 
neither, | 

Caldaira is a Bay that bears the Name of ſix May 
zins that ſtand about three Leagues to the Eaſt of 
Mouth of it, and upon the Bank of the Place of Emi 
king, belonging to Eſparſo: This Bay, which by (0 
Geographers is called Nicoya, is one of the fineſt Fe 
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the World; though the Mouth of it be large, yet in 
of that, it is at leaſt Twelve Leagues within Land, 
| comprehends a great many Iſlands of different fizes 
thin it; there is none but an Eaſterij Wind that can 
tit; the bottom of the Bay is open, by means of 
fine Rivers that run into it, and by which you may 
end to ſeveral Villages, Hattos, and Sugar · Plantations, 
yreof this Country is full. You may chooſe your place 
anchorage, according to the length of the Cable, that 
om fix Fathom, increafing to an Hundred, and the 
um is very good: I forgot to obſerve that the fix 
nzines of Caldaira, whereof I have ſpoken, were 
ly built by the Inhabitants of Carthage, who make 
of that for their Port, for facilitating the Traffick 
drive with thoſe living on the Coaſt of Pera, before 
came to Terrifie them. 
hying on the toth. gone on Board our Canoes, we 
to a great Bananery that ſtood in the ſame Bay; it's 
of Fruit Trees which they call Bananiers, and the 
it thereof Bananes, with which we loaded our Ca- 
s for our ſubſiſtance. As we went aſhoar, we took 
C2ntinel of the little Town of Nicoya, from which, 
ug our ſelves at tome diſtance, we did not then think 
go up to it, and ſo we directed our Courſe for Point 
i, where we arrived on the Fourteeth. That is 
ry Pleaſant and Delighful Place and among other 
ps, we could not but admire a Walk conſiſting of five 
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inch zof Coco-Trees that run along the Bank for above

On the 22d. having no Victuals to eat, we put fix 
Men in our three Canoes aſhoar, to go ſeek ſome for u 
and aftcr travelling the ſpace of a League, we took 
very curious Hatto, with two Prifoners, who to 
us we were within a League and an half of the li 
tle Town of Chiriquita, and that there were fix hund 
Men in it, which made us ſeize with all expedition up 
as much Victuals as we could, to carry it to the pl: 
where we had left our Canoes, but in our return thit 
we found four hundred Horſe in the way whom 
fought with all along retreating, till we came tothe &

not fail to do ſome days after. In the mean time we h

Of them we learnt, that there was 
mall Frigat up the River, which having touched in 
ding out upon a Bank of Sand, that lay at the Mouth 
tereof, was forced to go back, and fo put the Proviſi- 
n which was her lading aſhoar. 
About two in the Afternoon we perceived ſome Spani- 
in a Houſe at ſome diſtance from the Town, which 
Wade us ſend five of our Number to fetch them out,

This ſuccour coming in ſo ſeaſonably, did in 
fallibly fave our Lives, for the Enemy having alreach 
killed us two Men, and diſabled another, it was im 
poſſible we ſhould hold out againſt ſuch a ſhower 0 
Bullets as were powered in upon us from all ſides. Ang 
ſo I may truly ſay, I eſcaped a ſcouring, who could nc 
be kept from being murthered, and that without rece 
ving as much as one Wound, but by a viſible Hand o 
Protection from Heaven. The Spaniards left Thir 
Men Dead upon the Spot, and thus we defended oy 
ſelves as deſperate Men, and to fay all in a word, |

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Then On the 10th, we left the Place, taking our Priſoners. 
nadMlong with us, to wait for the ranſoming of them upon 
wer iſland that is within the ſame River, making choice 


ther of theſe Places for that purpoſe, than of the Con- 

ent, and where being obliged for a long time to 
im ay for the Money, we ſhould give the Spaniards thereby 
Opportunity to gather all their forces together, and to 
wy us all at once, by overpowering us with Numbers; 
hereas theſe Iſlands to which they could not come any 
ther way than in Shaloops, and that openly, put us out 
care to Reimbark according to the Meaſures they took 
y Land, When therefore we returned to our Canoes, 
hich waited for us at the Port of Chiriquita, we found 
e Inhabitants of that Town had laid an Ambuſcade 
xr us, but we beat them off, and after the Enemy had 
ite retired, they ſent us a Perſon to demand their Pri- 


u ners, whom they ſaid they would Recover or Periſh in 
ue Attempt. We told the Meſſenger we were very ready 
o tho give them up, if they would come and meet us in the 

Race Sawvana to take them, and that if they fired one 


le Bullet at us, they ſhould have no quarter, which 
humbled their Pride, that we ſaw no more of them. 
As ſoon as we were got to the forementioned Iſland, 
ſent Part of our Canoes to look after the Cargo of 
te (mall Frigat which the Spaniards of Chiriquita gave 
8 information of, where they found above an hundred 
Men intrenched; but they could not hinder our Men 
om poſſeſſing themſelves of what they went in ſearch 
ir. Among the Baggage they found ſome Letters, that 


toi wong other things, gave us to underſtand, that the Ad- 
cen nal of the Peru Fleet, who was returned to Lima, had 
ay een burnt with all her Crew, which was at that time four 


lundred Men, by a Thunderbolt, and this was ſo much 
be more Surpriſing and Admirable, that no Man living 
wuld remember to have heard any, Thunder in that 
zuntry, no more than to have ſeen it Rain. | 

On the 16th. the Ranſom for our Priſoners came, 
nd after we had ſet them at liberty, we returned 
woard our Ship, which rid then at Anchor at St. John's 
Iland, On the 2oth. we concluded among our Selves, 


t was neceſſary we ſhould build large Pirogues, feeing 
e could make no farther uſe of our Ship, for want of 
ils, and we had nothing left to make them with, and 
Ol were leſs able to take Ships from the Spaniards, on 


this 
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the Iſland, we diſcerned twelve Pirogues, and th 
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this Weſtern Coaſt, where they had put an entire fo 
to their Navigation, ſince we were come thither. 01 
the 22d, we made choice of tall Trees to make our C 
noes and Pirogues of, upon the Banks of a curious Ri 
ver, which we knew to be in the Iſland. | 

On the 27th. we deſcry'd ſeven fail of Ships out 
Sea, which made us fit our five Canoes to go and (« 
what they were, aud as we doubled one of the Pointsoffie 


Jong Barks who coaſted it all along. We took then 
preſently to be the Fleet of Pers, that was come inc 
of us; wegaveour Men notice of it without delay, an 
at the ſame time, reſolved to put all we had on Boar 
our Ship, into our Bark, and to go into that Rive 
where our Docks where, there to wait the coming of ou 
Enemy where they could not come to attack us, withoy 
loſing a great many Men. This project we put forthwitl 
in Execution, and after we had abandoned our Si 
which could not be brought into that River, we ran | 
aſhoar, leaſt the Spaniards ſhould have any Benefit of i 
and put her into a ſailing Condition, being very wel 
aflured of our Selves, that they did not want Sails, 
we did for that purpoſe. © bs Ss 

On the 28th. our Sentinels came to give us Notice 
that fix Pirogues plyed along the Shoar, which madeu 
at the ſame time put an hundred and fifty Men to lie i 
Ambuſh on both fides the River, and then we ſet ou 
with two of our Canoes, from whence after we hat 


ſeen them, we feigned to run away by going back, ron F. 
gage them to give us chaſe ; But they ſuſpecting a fir: Ct 
tagem in the caſe, bore directly upon our. Shiny 0 
that was run aground, upon which they fired very furl 
ouſly, though there was none left within it but only "12 
poor Cat, which they perceiving, they bravely boarde in 
and burnt her, for the fake of the Iron-work that be Fr 
longed to her, which is a Commodity as rare as tg} 
dear in ſome parts of Peru. On the firſt of Februar be 
2 Bleek failed away, and left — at _ * 
nith our Vork, upon which we ſpent the remainder 0

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We underſtood afterwards that the Admiral of this 
et had Orders to put ſome Field-Pieces aſhoar to de- 
oliſh thoſe Fortifications which they thought we had 

ade upon the Iſland, being induced to believe it was ſo 
y the report the Priſoners, which we ſent them, made 
Wt our Intentions. We to impoſe upon them, having ask- 
d whether there were any Maſons among them that 
wid do our Work, and ſometimes obliged them to give 
Brick for their Ranſom, though we had no need of 
them : There were no leſs than Fourteen of our Men 
lied in the Month of February. | 

On the 14th. of March we greed from the Iſle of 
. John with our two Barks, an half Gally of 40 Oars, 
Ten great Pirogues, and Ten ſmall Canoes, all built of 
Mapou-Timber, _ our two Barks; we gained the 
Windward point of the Illand, to take a review of our 
Men, and found our ſelves weaker by no leſs than thir- 
ty Perſons, ſince our ſeparation from the Engliſh : But 
we formed a Deſign anew at the ſame time which had 
been put by for above four Months, which was to go 
and take the Town of Granada diſtant now from us 
about two hundred Leagues. To effect this Work, it was 
neceſſary we ſhould be furniſhed with Proviſion where- 
with to ſubſiſt us during the Voyage, and we having 
none, this made us ſend away our half Galley and four 
Canoes, to ſeek for ſome at Pueblo Nuevo while the reſt 
of the Company went to tarry for us at the Iſle of St. 
Peter, which is two Leagues to Windward of the River 
Chiriquita, and to finiſh ſomewhat that was ſtill wanting 
to the compleat Equipment of our Canoes. 

On the 6th. of April, about three hours before day- 
light, we were got near to the River of Pueblo Nuevo, They fight 
and by a elear light of the Moon we diſcerned a ſmall the Spani- 
Frigate at its Mouth, as alſo a long Bark, and a Pirogue. ards H 
Wecame within Piſtol ſhot of them, as ſuppoſing them to Sea. 
be our Engliſh Free- Booters, from whom we had ſepara- 
ted. But we found our ſelves quickly miſtaken, for at- 
ter we had haled them, they anſwered us with an intire 
Volley of great and ſmall ſhot, which made us now 
conjecture that they were, and it was too true, a detach- 
ment left by the 55 ani ſh Fleet in that place, when they

left us at S. John's Iſland, as a guard to two ſmall Ships, 
which we knew they were lading with Provifions at the 
Port of this Town, in order to tranſport the ſame to Pa- 
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nama, Our Miſtake was the Reaſon that we had Twenty 


Men diſabled to Fight, by this firſt Diſcharge of the Ene. 
my, before we knew well where we were, but after we 
were a little recovered out of the ſurprize this Adventure 


put us to, we Fought them ſtifly for the ſpace of two 


Hours, though we had the uſe of no other Arms than 
our Fuzees, and not one Cannon to Diſcharge upon them; 
And they on their Part defended themſelves ſo much 
the more vigorouſly in that they believed, we, after 
ſuch a ſurprize as we had been expoſed to, would quick. 
ly flacken our Courage and give way. They did all 
they could to make ready during the Fight, but we hin- 
der d them, and no Man could appear in the Shrouds, 
but we brought them down, as well as their Gratiadeers 
from their Round Tops. But finding the light of the 
Moon now gone, we put off out of the reach of their 
Cannon, as well to take care of our wounded Men, 
which amounted to thirty three, beſides four who were 
killed out right, as to wait for day light, in order to 
Terminate this Affair, which we were not willing to 
leave undecided. But the Enemy did in the mean time 
retire under the covert of a Retrenchment, which I have 
ſaid already, they had upon the Banks of this River, 


where the Country People who had heard the noiſe of 


the Fight in the Night, were alſo come, which made 
us conclude, that if we went to Attack them in that 
place, we could not have that Advantage there, we had 
reſolved to take of them; So upon approach of day, we 
ſteered our Courſe to go and Rejoyn our Canoes at the | 
Iſle of St. Peter, where we arrived on the Eighth. 

On the Ninth we found our Selves in great want of 
Victuals, having now nothing at all to Eat, and this put 
us hard to it, more- eſpecially our wounded Men, whom 
we ſent by our half Gally, for their better convenien- 
cy) on board our two Barks, whom we had appointed 
to Rendeſvouz in the Bay of Boca- del. Toro. When this 
was done, we went aſhoar to a Town Ten Leagues to 
Leeward of Chiriquita, where finding none, we left it, 
and on the Eleventh in oyr return to our Canoes we 
found in order to {ſtrengthen us under the 1:nguiſhment 
which Hunger had reduc'd us to, a regale of an Am- 
buſcade of five hundred Men laid for us, againſt whom 
for all our weakneſs, we made fo good a defence, that we 


obliged them to leave ys free Paſſage, but yet not with 
| out 
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out the loſs of two of our Men. We went on Board in 
the Evening, to go joyn our Barks in the Bay of Boca- del- 


Taro, where we arrived the thirteenth, and went aſhoar; 
ſpending our Time to the ſixteenth in hunting more eſpe- 


cally for the ſubſiſtence of our wounded Men,and here we 
found the ſame ſort of Deer and Birds, as I have taken no- 
tice of in our paſſage over the Continent, in great plenty. 

On the ſame day we departed for the Bay of Caldaira, 
after having renewed our Enterprize upon the little 
Town of Leſparſo, of which I have already ſpoken. On 
the 19th. being arrived in the Bay, we went aſhoar two 
hours before Day light, and reached the Town; Abour 
Eleven in the Morning, we found the place was in a 
manner intirely abandoned from the time we had taken 
the Sentinels, who, as I have already obſerved, divert- 
ed us from going thither by the Account they gave of the 
Reinforcement that was come to them from Carthage : 
However we took ſome Prifoners, who told us all the 
People were retired to this laſt Town, which is four and 
Twenty Leagues off; fo that finding our Endeavours all 
frultrated, we returned on the 20th. to the Sea-fide to 
Rejoyn our Canoes. 

Leſparſo is reckoned to be three Leagues diſtant from 
the dea ſide, and the way thither very bad, you cannot 
Travel the length of a Gun-Shot in even Ground, but the 
lame is every where Rugged, and full of little Moun- 
tains and Hills, though beyond them the Country ap- 
pears to be very Good ard Delightful, The Town is 
built upon an Eminence, from whence one may eaſily 


ee all that comes in and goes out of the Bay; This 


Town is in a manner encompaſſed with a Rivulet that 
uns round it: Between it and Carthage, are very Curious 
Plains, with Royal Ways made through them, and that

On the 2 iſt. we Victuall'd our ſelves with the Fruit of 
aVananery in this Bay, wherein our two Barks came to 
yn us, and next Day we ſummoned our People athoar 
upon this Iſland, as well to conſult how we ſhould Attack 
the Town of Granada, which we had a Deſign upon, as 
btake an Account of what Powder they had, as fearing 
many of them might uſeitin Hunring: Here we Enacted

The fatigue we had undergone during our March, to- 
tber with the ſharp Hunger that preſſed us, obliged us 
halt and reſt the Ninth in the Evening in a great Sugar 
antation, that is about four Leagues diſtant from Gra- 
4% and was in our way thither. It belonged to a 
Wright of S. James's, who upon our arrival, we failed 
take Priſoner, our Leggs being at that time much 
prediſpoſed to reſt, than to run after him. On the roth.

we entred. Preſently after came a Party to inform us 
that it was a ſquate Fort, and that beſides the Street u 
were in, they had ſalſo obſerved three more, that looket 
out to the other three ſides of that Fore, by which th 
Enemy could diſcover" whatever came towards the 
through thoſe Avenues which were, moreover; all com 
manded by their Cannon and ſmall Arms. | 
We were not long in Debate what we ſhould do; wi 
could eaſily ſee we were too few to make our Attacks 
thoſe different ways all at a time. Wherefore after w 
had got together all thoſe whom ve had ſent out to ſcout 
who for ſome time had been detained by'fpme light Sit 
miſhes, we made our ſelves ready to fall on through th 
Street alone where we then were, and twas well we dit 
ſo, for if we had diſperſed our ſelves through the others 
tiie Horſe which were in the Rear of us and obſerve 
our Motion, would not have failed to Hem us in, which 
they durſt not do while we kept all together. 
After we had exliorted one znother to fall on bravel 
we advanced a round Pace towards the ſaid Fortification 
As ſoon as the Defendants ſa us within a good Canno 
Shot of them, they ffred furiouſſy upon us, but obſerving 


over us, they bethought themſelves of falſe Priming 
them, to the end we might raiſe our Bodies aftet th

we ranged our ſelves along the Houſes; and having $0

This Day we diſcovered aShip entring into the River, 


we let her paſs, being unwilling to come out from un- 


der our Covert to fall upon her, for fear of being diſ- 
covered by thoſe on the main Land, who we ſuppoſed 
knew nothing of us; Becauſe the Inbabitants of * 
quilla had not anſwered the Fire- Signal which the Sen- 
tinel of La Pana had given them. Upon the approach 
of Night, we made ready, and entred into the River 
of Queaquilla by one of the two Mouths we found 
there, and by which goes in and out with the Tyde fo 
rapid a Curtent, that it is enough to carry a Canoe two 
Leagues in an hour, ſo that we made four in the ſpace 
of two hours. BN | 
There are two very fine Illands in the two largeſt parts 
of this River, (which may be about half a League over) 
under the Covert whereof we hid our ſelves on the 19th, 
all day long. We made ready in the Evening, and had 
the pleaſure to be carryed up by the Current without 
the uſe of out Oars, for fear leſt the Sentinels, who 
ae always placed on this River's ſides, ſhould hear the 
noiſe of our Rowing: The Defign of our Guide was to 
is by. and Land beyond the Town, becauſe he 
w it was weaker, and worſe guarded on that fide 
than on the other; But his Project failed him, for the 
Tyde now going out, was as injurious to us, as before

vat Boo a great many Pearls and precious Stones, a —. 
ty in quantity of Silver Plate, and ſeventy thouſand Pieces 
uvea- Eight at leaſt; tho there were Three Millions among 
quilla, them when we came thither ; But as we were all wholly 
taken up to make our ſelves Maſters of the Forts; they 
laid hold of that opportunity to make their eſcapes 
along the River, with the greateſt part of their moſt va- 
luable Moveables : When our Canoes were come to An- 
chor under the Town, we were not backward to fend 
Four of them away in purſuit of the Shallops that car 
ried the ſaid Riches of the Town away, but then it wi 
too late: They only took Two and twenty Thouſand 
Pieces of Eight, and a Vermillion Eagle gilt, that had 
ſerved for a Tabernacle to ſome Chureh; weighing Sixty 
eight Pounds, and was exceeding Rare; as well tor the 
Workmanſhip, as two great Rocks of Emeralds, where 
with the Eyes of it were made: There were Fourteen 
Barks in the Port, with the Galleys, againſt whom we 
fought at Pueblo Nuevo, and two of the King of Spain

Now this Ship 
believed twas her Colours that hindred us to come on 
Board her, wherefore ſhe took the ſame down, and put 
up a white Flag in the room of them ; we at the ſame 
time fitted up our Galley to go and hale her, bur ſhe could 
never get out of the Port, whereupon ſhe failed away, 
and as our Ships were much out of order, we could nor 
follow her. She was undoubtedly, a Frigat built in the 
North-Sea, but as it was impoſſible for us to know what 
Nation the belonged to. 

The Sea being calm on the 26th. we went with our 
Galley about twenty Leagues to the Windward of Acapul- 
to, to ſee if the abovementioned Ship were not put into 
Port, we judging by her Rigging the wanted to put in 
ſomewhere to Land, but we returned without any News 
of her: We waited till the fourth of November for the Ran- 


ſom of the Governour, which we did nur overmuch preſs 


for, as finding in this Port and Parts adjacent. plenry of 
Victuals, particularly of Tortoiſes, which we had there in 
great Numbers, and Harto's, that are to be met with up 
and down frequently here, furniſhed us with all other Ne- 
ceſſaries; beſide that, we had here a place of Security from 
the inſult of the Spaniards.

The Spaniards, among others, loft their 
General, who was an old Walloon Officer, who had given 
them the Plan of this Retrenchment, that would infalli- 
bly have prevailed againſt us, had we attack d them by 
the way they expected. lu the mean time another old 
Captain had adviſed him to ſecure their Rear, but he ſaw 
fo little likelihood of Danger on that ſide, that be-anſwer. 
ed, We muſt be either Men or Devils; that if we were 
Men, he defied us to get over any way in eight Day's 
time; but if we were Devils, tho he ſhould take never 
ſo much care of himſelf, he muit ſtill be take. 
However, at the ſollicitation of the ſaid Officer, he ſent 
a Party that way to go the Rounds, and to Poſt the two 
Sentinels we ſpoke of, as they thought moſt convenient.

That was our Deſign, but Hun- 
ger hindred us to put tho ſame in Execution, and we g 
were forced even to overcome the Obſtacles which Na- i 
ture laid in out way, by running aſhoar in ſpight of the 
Bar: This we performed at ar laſt (after much difficul- 
9) being in hopes to find there ſome Negroes that might 
iſh us with Victuals. One of our Company pre- 0 
ſently landed, in order to go and ſeek out ſome what to 1 
ſatinhe our Hunger; and by good Fortune found in a 
Pond fticking to the Branches of Trees, ſome Oyſters, 
whereof he came preſently to give us notice, We went 
al up to the very Pond along a Channel of the Sea, 
5 bogs: 1 33 — po 
ers with a very ppetite: We them 
with the few Knives — found in our Pockets, lending 
the ſame from one to another very charitably and rea- 
dily. When we had ſpent two Days in that Place, I di- 
vided my Men into three {mall Companies, and ſerſ them 
up into the Country to ſeek: for Victuals and Houſes, 
with Orders to return again in the Evening to the Shal-

Wherefore having ſpent all the ＋ * this manner, and 
got nothing, we returned to our Shalloop to eat Oyſters 
again, and reſoly'd next Day to leave this Place, and go 
to Cape Cerſa, to the Leeward of which chere is a large 
Port, where Ships that ſail that way put in to furniſh 
themſelves with Water and Wood.
